Mr. Kimball admits that in 1870, the city 
agreed to give to the state $130,000 in bonds 
to aid the state in buying the opera bouse.

That this obligation was deposited 
by Kimball with Govervor Bullock to se- 
cure the state against a mortgaze of $60 000, 
besides interest, on the opera bouse.
